In 1952 he was assigned 
as Chief of Staff of the Quarter­ 
master Training Command, Fort 
Lee, Va. *

Born in England, Col. Stan- 
ford-Blunden came to the United 
States shortly before he received 
his Army commission.

He earned a Bachelor of Arts 
degree at Santa Tomas Univer­ 
sity in the Philippines and has 
rlone post-graduate work in An­ 
thropology at Columbia Univer­ 
sity.
